OWNSIDE Abbey is a Benedictine Monastery and some of the buildings of the Public School which is attached, date back 
to the eighteenth century. A fire last November destroyed some of the (fortunately) least satisfactory of the existing 
buildings, and the project for new buildings is illustrated here. The architect's sketches show the two new school houses, 
the multi-purpose assembly hall and auditorium, and the gymnasium. The building group is expected to cost £210,000 and it 
is hoped to begin site work early in the spring. The extensive school buildings are spread out as a large courtyard and the 
architects have arranged the additional accommodation to form a related court on the other side of the Old House at the 
same time linking the school with an existing undercover swimming bath. Recreational buildings will form one group along

the east side of the new court, reached 
from a covered patio seen in one of the 
sketches, and the two houses will form 
the other two sides. The court is open 
to south. 


Sawtooth Ceiling 


These houses are planned with large 
dormitories on the second floor, study- 
bedrooms for senior boys on the first 
floor and classrooms and dayrooms on 
the ground floor. Such threefold 
character is emphasized on the outside 
where individual windows to the first 
floor bedrooms contrast with the overall 
lighting of the bigger rooms above 
and below. 

To bring the scale of the building 
down to something rather more domestic 
than is usual in school buildings, the 
dormitories are planned within the roof 
and will have alternating dormers and 
a sawtooth ceiling section. 

The Assembly Hall, seating 550 plus 
full stage, will have many functions, so 
has been planned to be as adaptable as 
possible. Instead of a rigid proscenium 
arch, a series of inter-related openings 
link the stage and auditorium. Dress- 
ing rooms, music practice rooms and 
other ancillary accommodation flank the 
auditorium. 

Existing buildings are clad with 
Bath stone, so new buildings will be 
faced with reconstructed stone laid to 
a formal diaper bond to achieve coiour 
continuity. Green slate will be used 
here and there as cladding material, 
and this second colour will be picked up 
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Perspective showing old and new buildings 


in contrasting rendered panels. The 


roofs, some of which are to be laid to 
a low pitch, will be covered with 
aluminium alloy sheet roofing. 


Landscape 
The architects feel that the most 


effective part of the proposed scheme 
is not concerned so much with archi- 
tecture as with landscaping. The 
existing drive leads past the least 
attractive of the school buildings, and 
the additions will, in any case, sever 
any connection between the school and 


























the adjoining road. A new entrance 
has been planned therefore, south of the 
new buildings with a drive leading 
through the copse screening the school 
from the road. This work is already 
well advanced and the drive will soon 
be in use.

reagan had a number of new things on 
show this year, some of which could have quite 
an impact in the near future. The most outstanding, in 
my view, were the lattice design perforated brick, im- 
proved jointing for polythene tubes, and cardboard 
tubing.
